ALL SAVED IS GLORIOUS NEWS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3—Rescued from a living tomb ftt th* 


bottom of the sea the officers and crew from the United State* 
submarine S-5 were taken' aboard the U. S. Steamer Alatonu* 
while behind them at the end of the cable trailed the diMbfed 
submarine which sunk off Cape Henlopen. The steamer O«Mnd 
Goethals which sent out the first S. 0. S. that the vessel WM in 
danger sent a message to that effect which was picked up by the 
nava radio station here. "The crew and officers are aboard the 
Alatonus. The crew and officers of the S-5 are all alive." 


There were no details yet of the manner in which the crew 


of the submarine, completely under water and with only a scant 
supply of air, attracted the attention of passing vessels as 30 
hours had slowly passed away and every watch tick bringing 
them closer to death from suffocation or drowning. 


Men from the rescue vessel bored a hole through the aubma- 


nne which carried fresh air to the men while the work of rescue 
went on. Between 5 and 6 oclock the naval radio station at New 
York an anxious group of naval officers waited for word. At in- 
tervals during the night radio messages had come with just a 
few words saying "men still alive at 10:30" or whatever 
the 


hour was. 
Shortly after 5:30 came the news that the crew was 


safe and ended the long night watch. As each man appeared 
tired and worn and blinded by the early morning sunlight after 
many hours in darkness the rescuers cheered.

made for the Delaware breakwaters and a naval message re- 
ceived here from Washington indicated that the rescued crew 
would be taken to the navy yards at Philadelphia.

citizenship therefore antedates that 
of Clover and the Blooms who are 
credited with being the first settlers 
in this neighborhood. Cresswell lived 
to be a very aged man, and after his 
death his body was buried in what is 
now known as the McCIurc cemetery. 
The land on which this town is built, 
was included in the Curwen purchase 
from Penn, many years before.it was 
urveyod and disposed of in hundred' 
acre tracts. 
Cure-en was a Philadel- 


phia mcichant and is 
said to have 


been blood kin to the Penn connec- ' 
'.ion, but how closely history docs not' 
tell u'~. 
When Clover squatted on' 


land close to the river bank tied nqt 
far from the J. A. Dale residence oh

ALL SAVED IS GLORIOUS NEWS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3—Rescued from a living tomb ftt th* 


bottom of the sea the officers and crew from the United State* 
submarine S-5 were taken' aboard the U. S. Steamer Alatonu* 
while behind them at the end of the cable trailed the diMbfed 
submarine which sunk off Cape Henlopen. The steamer O«Mnd 
Goethals which sent out the first S. 0. S. that the vessel WM in 
danger sent a message to that effect which was picked up by the 
nava radio station here. "The crew and officers are aboard the 
Alatonus. The crew and officers of the S-5 are all alive." 


There were no details yet of the manner in which the crew 


of the submarine, completely under water and with only a scant 
supply of air, attracted the attention of passing vessels as 30 
hours had slowly passed away and every watch tick bringing 
them closer to death from suffocation or drowning. 


Men from the rescue vessel bored a hole through the aubma- 


nne which carried fresh air to the men while the work of rescue 
went on. Between 5 and 6 oclock the naval radio station at New 
York an anxious group of naval officers waited for word. At in- 
tervals during the night radio messages had come with just a 
few words saying "men still alive at 10:30" or whatever 
the 


hour was. 
Shortly after 5:30 came the news that the crew was 


safe and ended the long night watch. As each man appeared 
tired and worn and blinded by the early morning sunlight after 
many hours in darkness the rescuers cheered.

made for the Delaware breakwaters and a naval message re- 
ceived here from Washington indicated that the rescued crew 
would be taken to the navy yards at Philadelphia.

citizenship therefore antedates that 
of Clover and the Blooms who are 
credited with being the first settlers 
in this neighborhood. Cresswell lived 
to be a very aged man, and after his 
death his body was buried in what is 
now known as the McCIurc cemetery. 
The land on which this town is built, 
was included in the Curwen purchase 
from Penn, many years before.it was 
urveyod and disposed of in hundred' 
acre tracts. 
Cure-en was a Philadel- 


phia mcichant and is 
said to have 


been blood kin to the Penn connec- ' 
'.ion, but how closely history docs not' 
tell u'~. 
When Clover squatted on' 


land close to the river bank tied nqt 
far from the J. A. Dale residence oh
